A1.BANY, Y., July 27.— Twelve com- 
rades and several converts of the Salva- 
tion army opened a regular campaign here 
to-day. They held four nioetiiigs, well 
attended by an imnionso crowd. At the 
second morning nioeting the temporary 
seats in the barracks were smaahud ami 
the army adjourned to the Baptitit chuicii. 
The afternoon service was attended by a 
mob that interrupted the proceeding.^ by 
the most disgraceful language, and ui tho 
evening the police were on baud aud all 
was comparatively quiet.

witched him. 

PiTT.SBUKa, July 2,5. — The details of the 
robbery and outrage of Lizzie Bradley, 
the young wtmian found in a camp on the 
.^(lakpf (he Motiongahula, Monday, are 
most horrible and cruel, and huye oc- 
casioned intense excitement hero. After 
being decoyed from homo Siind.ty by a 
man named Kennedy and doaerted m tha 
woods several miles from the city, she 
wandered aimlessly about until she .striicl; 
a camp of laborers, coiiipoaed of Hun- 
garians, Irish, French and negroes, lo- 
calied near West Elizabeth. Her ex- 
perience here is so brutal as to bo ulmoat 
•without parallel. When found on Tues- 
day she was unconscious. Her clothing 
was torn from her body, which was cov- 
ered with cuts and brui.sea from hoHd to 
foot. Her jewelry, valued at -S'.'iiOO, wns 
also oiissing. The men Oed at the ;ip- 
proach of her friends, but detectives have; 
been working vigorously on the case, and 
this morning Eve inon were arrenitid for 
complicity in the uuirage. TwL-iiLy firmed 
policemen in two four horae wagoias left 
for the Boene to arrest the otlmrs, fifty 
men in all. The feeling againsb the 
prisoners is intense. The young woman 
is still living, but is in a critical condi- 
tion. 

— WhoUi.'irxle ar 
rests of parties supposed to be implicated 
in the Lizzie Bradley outrage have taken 
'J^lad^., ' Oyer fifty arrests have been made, 
bnb'^ng of thirty-two laborers, employed 
on the Baltimore and Ohio road, having 
been arrested before daylight Ini.s morn- 
ing. This ttftertioon detectives arresioil 
Geo. Hilton, colored, of \Vo.«it Elizabeth, 
and llobert (.Irimes, white, of the same 
place, for participating in the affair, and 
recovered from Hilton a pair of diamond 
eardrops. Other arrests will be made this 
afternoon. The woman is bettijr to-d.iy. 
The parties woro committofi to jail, and 
will have a hearing next Friday.

THE VOMMISSKUV Ai\JJ 'I'UK 
PEOPLE. 

Thu anti Chinese Acts ot last acssioii, 
although thoy failed to meet thu approval 
of the Ottawa government, produced pro- 
ciaely the otFect the uttorney general pre- 
dicted thoy would produce. Thoy as- 
sisted ill druwiiiy tliL' uttoiitiiiu of tho Uo- 
miniori goveriunent to the existuiicu of 
Chinuse evil and stroiiglhuiiod tho hiiiid.'s of 
the Ottawa members in their ollbrtB to 
have a check put upon that class of im- 
migration. Now, wo have o.xprossud 
nj hostility to the appoiutuKint of 
a commission. On tho contrary, it in a 
highly proper prucoediiii;, »i> far as it gtu's; 
but it does not u'" far ijiioui;!i. To iiiaUo 
it a complete suuoos-i,— irivu tlio public 
confidence in its proceediii;.;s aiul l'ii 
able the commissioners tu report intel- 
ligently upon a subject which lins so im- 
portant a bearing on the futiiro of this 
province, thuro should bo placed on tlio 
comniissiuii aonie li.'L'al iiuuiwitlian iuti- 
matu knowUulgo cf tho aubject .-uid who 
has sufficient intellig'Mii'H to assist lii.s col- 
leagues in obtaining infunuatum and 
framing a report. Tho ap[ii/iiiteL' need 
not nfceasarily be a mi'niber of the local 
govornniont; lint he siionlil not bo an oni- 
plnyor of Chine.se Inbcir nor tlu' owner of 
tilthy tenements occupied by l.'hiiiL'.se. The 
province was formerly rcpresL-iited iii Ot- 
tawa by the editor of the iStaiidard, but 
h< , being the owner of Chinese tenements, 
never made an honest effort to mitigate 
tho evil. Onr e.stoeiiied coiitenipurary 
gleefully aaka if the Ottawa ^'(iverniiiL'Ut 
have igiiorcil the local govcrnnieiit in the 
appointinoiit of tho coniinissioii ; imd thou 
aeknowlodgcs that tho pasBa^o of last ae.-f- 
aion's "unti" bills wei 3 the cause of the 
appointment of tho conitniaaion. It ia ob' 
vious, th;it, when a person constituted 
as our contemporary is forcjd to mako tho 
admission tliiit the bills called into being 
the commission, they did lu't fiiil. In 
1882 Sir John Macdonald ,-itateil lliat his 
government had never been inforined 
that there e.xisted in British Columbia a 
feeling of hostility to Chinese immigra- 
tion. This doclaration meant that the 
editor of the Standard ^the largest owner 
ot (Jlniiesu tenement, property on the 
coasts had never placed the matter byfore 
the government in a forcible light; and 
that tho Walkeni-Beaven government had 
quietly pigeonholed every scrap of infor- 
mation which would liave eiiliglilonod thu 
Dominion government as to the true con- 
dition of things here . In introducing his 
"anti" bills last session the iittoriioy gen- 
eral said he did not expect that they would 
be allowed to become law; but thoy would 
serve to draw the attention of tho Domin- 
ion government to tho magnitude of tho 
question and compel tliein to notice it. 
"At all events," continued Jlr. Davie, 
"Sir John Macdonald will not again havo 
it in hia power to say that the Dominion 
government are not aware that there ex- 
iata in British Columbia a feeling of hos- 
tility to the presence of the Chinese." If 
the former <;ovorniuont and the editor of 
tho Standard had been earnest in their 
opposition the evil would have boon 
stamped out ten years iigo. The only 
bill they ever passed affecting the particu- 
lar class to which roforenco ia 
now made was so lonaely drawn 
and so inonstn>us iii us pro 
visions that it fell to iiiece.s in the 
supreme court, where its author-tlie 
leader of tho then governmeut — failed to 
make an effort to save it, and did not ap- 
peal the case to Ottawa. Tho appoint- 
ment of the coniniiasion- -unsatisfactory 
aa it is in its iicr.-unniel — is still a point 
gained. It shows that tho Uoininion gov- 
ernment havo neither dbsregardod the 
efforts of our Ottawa represeutativos nor 
refused to listen to the remonstrance con- 
veyed by the bills of last session. It 
should now be the aim of the local o(jv- 
ernment, who tire tliorou;,'hly ninci^re, to 
press for tho iippoiiitiiieiil of an atliii- 
tional commissioner, who will ropre.seiit 
the poDular feeling with re.spect to the 
Chinsae question, \\ hat l he connnis^ioa 
lacks is a gentlemun who is tlioruuglily 
conversant with the uiuttor, iind wlio is 
neither an employer of Chiiiiiiiu'ii nor the 
owner of buildings which lliey oceupy. 
It is the people, not the local governinuiit, 
who have been ignored, and evury Chin- 
ese tonument-owner in the city is chuck- 
ling at a prospective victory for his pets. 



convoiiiont nearni^as to the coal fiolda of 
Nanaimo; third, because it is defensible 
by land and son, and "so far within the 
Inlet as to be iuacceaaible by cruisers," 
while at the raouth"batterie8 could be con- 
structed to make entry next to impossi- 
ble." To begin with the first of these 
reasons wo answer that ^'ictoria ia the 
Ai-nwi. terniinua of the railway, situated 
a.i it ia on tho coast and already the centre 
of the commercial activity of the province. 
This city must always be the principal sea- 
port for not only will it bo tho convenient 
terminus for tho Canadian Pacific, but it is 
most advantagooualy situated in tho lino 
of trafiio by way of tho Northern racilio, 
Sail Franciaco and the Orient. With Vic- 
toria near at hand for supplies wo cannot 
conceive of any bonolit that the dockyard 
would derive from close proximity with 
the railway. In regard to the second part, 
the convenience of the coal mines at Na- 
nainio, tho same answer holds good. Can- 
not coal always bo had from ^'lotoria ! 
When thu Island railway is tinisliod tho 
coal instead of being shipiicd from Na- 
nniuio will come by rail and there will 
never bo any ditlicultyia supplying ships at 
Esquimau at a few hours' notice and 
without three or four handlings. The 
third and last of these reasons, tho protec- 
ted position of Hurrard Inlot, ia a fooliali 
and thoughtless Olio . In the first place it 
ia not the custom of tho Knglish navy to 
search out protected inleta in which to 
hide. Their duty ia to protect Hor .Ma- 
jesty's subjects and territory, and to do 
this in time of war they must sally forth 
iind meet the eueiuy and not aook to re- 
treat as far as possible inland. Moreover, 
tlio oatiiiiablo writur does not stop to con 
aider that were the navy yard situated at 
hurrard Inlet Victoria and the whole of 
\'ancouver Island would be totally unpro- 
toctod, the safety of England's empire on 
the Pacific impurillod. It is woll that 
the naval authorities and tho hiune gov 
ernnieiit are too far-sighted to oonimit 
such a blunder, and that the fair city of 
Victoria, the key of the whole province, ia 
secured from all assaults by the naval 
station at EsquimiUt. 

liUSINESS IMPIWVINa. 

Huainesa is looking up in the states. 
The highly encouraging outlook for the 
crops, the increased exports in merchan- 
dise from the states, the inttu.x of specie 
from l']uroiie, the inereaso in the bank ro- 
acrvea during the pait two months and 
the ease in money have all contributed in 
some degree to bring about the change for 
the better. There appears to be a good 
foundation for the improved feeling, but 
there is also danger that the bull move- 
ment will be carried to extremes, and will 
in tho end not only precipitiite a heavy 
decline but will also havo an adverse in- 
iliience on the business interests of the 
country.

1'he au- 
thor, Mr. Saudford Fleming, wa.s one of 
the first to moke the trip from the Atlau 
tic to the Pacific in Canadian territor}- and 
his iinpre.ssioiia cjf the cnniitry an^ narrat- 
ed in an entertainiiig way. The (ipeiiiiig 
chapters of the book are tli vuti il tn Vavj:,- 
liind. Crossing the Allantu- we land Willi 
the author at Halifax, and the iiiaritinie 
provinces are then descnbi-d, after which 
the writer conducts us tliniULrh (.Hiebec 
and Ontario, descril)ing the principal 
cities and towns, witli iioti-si'ii iKeiv i;arly 
history and valuable mf nimal . t many 
kinds. The traveler than contiiiiiea thmugli 
Winnipeg and the Northwest till tlic 
Rocky Mountains are reached. From tins 
point the book rednnbles in iiiteri'.st t'l us. 
The writer's description of tin' L,'r;iiul seen, 
ery of British Columbia, of the mountain 
pusses, tho hikca.and rivers and foreHt.'<,aa 
well as the incidents of Iravol. are must 
graphic. Now WustmiiiHter and Port 
Mpody receive some little attention, after 
•which the writer describes hi.s arrival at 
,the capital city— Victoria. Dur climate 
is spoken of cnthusiaHi ic illy. Tho writer 
considers it just about porfectinn^iind sny.s 
that as it becomes known N'lcturia is sure 
to be a popular health resort, and the 
hundr.;ds who now go to Colorndoaiidoise- 
wliere in search of hejilth will find a iiitjrt' 
salubrious and genial retreat in this city of 
the Pacific.

LoNDON.July 18— Sir VVatkin Williams, 
justice of the Queen's bench, is dead, lie 
was tho eldest son of the lato Hov. Peter 
WiUinnia, rector of Llansarnian, Denbigh 
sliire and was born there in IS'irl. Ho was 
educated at the grammar school at Rath ■ 
ill, in St. Mary's Hall, ('.\ftu-d, and at the 
London University. For maiiy years he 
.studied medicine,but abandoned that pro- 
fession and entered law. He was liberal 
ineinber for Denbigh from IRli^i to the 
general oliiction of .April, l.S.SO, when he 
was chosen niembor for Carnarvonshire. 
In November, 18H0, he was appointed a 
judge of the supreme court of judicature, 
as a juatice of tho t.^)ueen'a bench, and 
slinrtly afterwards received the customary 
honor of kiiiglithoiiii.

Divorces in Various Coiiiitrivs. 

Australians. — Divorces have never been 

sanctioned in Australia. 

Jews. — In olden tunes tho .lews had 
a diactotionary power of divorcing 
their wives. 

Javaiis. — If tho wife be dissatisfied sho 
can obtain a divorce by paying a certain 
sum. 

Thibetans. — Divorces are aeldom al- 
lowed, unless with the consent of both 
parties, neither of whom can afterwards 
re-marry. 

Moors.— If tho wife does not become 
tho mother of a boy she may bo divorced 
with tho consent of tho tribe, and she can 
marry again. 

Abyaainians — No form of marriage is 
necesaury. The conuection may be dia- 
solvod and renewed as often as the parties 
think proper. 

Siberians — If a man be dissatisfied with 
tho must trilling acts of his wife, he tears 
her cap or v<!>il frum her head, and thia 
constitutes a divorce. 

Coroan. — Tho husband can divorce his 
wife and treasure, and loavo her the 
charge of maintaining tho children. If 
she proves unfaithful he can [lut her to 
death. 

Siauieao - The first wife may be divorced 
not sold, as the others may be. She then 
may claim the tirst, third and fifth child, 
and the alternate children are yielded to 

the husband - 

.-Vrctic region — When a man desiroa a 
divorce ho leaves the house in anger and 
does not return for several days. The 
wife understands the hint, packs her 
clothes and leaves. 

Druae uiid Turkoman — Among these 
people, if the wife asks her husband's i)or- 
liiission to go out and he says "go," with- 
out adding "but coiiio back again," sho is 
divorced. Though both [larties desire it 
they cannot live together again witliout 
being reiuurried. 

Cochin (Jhina — If the parties choose to 
separate they break a pair of chopping 
sticks or a copper coin in the presence of 
witiioaacs, by which action the union is 
diasulved. The husband miiat reatore to 
the wife the property belonging to her 
prior to hor marriage. 

-American Indians — Among some tribes 
the pieces of sticks given the witness of 
the marriage are broken as a sign of 
divorce. L'su.dly new connections are 
formed without the old ones being dis- 
solved. .-V man never divorces his wife if 
she has borne him sons. 

Tartary. — The husband may put away 
his partner and seek another when it 
pleases him, and the wife may do the 
same. If she be ill-treated ahe complains 
to the magistrate, who, attended by the 

houae and proiiouucos a formal divorce. 

Chinese. — Divorces are allowed in all 
cases of criminality, mutual dislike, jeal- 
ousy, incom[>atibility cf temper, and too 
much incapacity oil the p.-irt of the wife. 
The liuab.nid cannot soli his wife until 
she leaves him, and becomes a slave to 
him by action of law for desertion.' A 
son is bound to divorce hia wife if she 
displeaaea his parents. 

( irecians. — .-V suttloinont waa usually 
given to tho wife at nmrri^ige for support 
in case of a divorce. Tlio wife's portion 
was then restored to her, and the husband 
required to pay monthly interest for its 
use during the time he detained it from 
her. Usually tho men could put their 
wives away on slight occasions. Even the 
fear of having too largo a family aufiiced. 
Divorces now scarcely ever occur in 
modern Greece. 

Hindoos. — iiilher party for a slight 
cause may leave the other and marry. 
When both desire it there is not the least 
trouble. If a man calls his wife "mother." 
it is considered indelicate to live with her 
again.

As n liglit 
catch was anticipated the cauuers \rate not 
prepared for a great run, and the aggrej,;ato 
niunber of cases put up will not be nearly 
aa large as last year. 

A OOLD FIND. 

On Lone creek, a trib\itary of Skecna 
river, 8t) miles above Aberdeen, a man 
known aa .Jerry took out SOOd in less than 
two doys. On Lost Ruleh, a short distance 
above Lone creek, Harry UcDame and •!. 
O'Brien took out $1,300 in three hours, 
crevicing. One piece weighed S87, and was 
exhibited at Skeenauouth. The gidch is 
16 miles long.

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The steamer Barbara Boscowitz, five 
and a half days from Skeena river, via all 
the ports except Nanaimo, arrived at six 
o'clock last evening, bringing Superintend- 
ent Roycroft, one Indian murderer and 
three Indian witnesses in the Yeomana 
murder case. 

Tlie superintendent reports thai after 
leaving Victoria on the "iUd of last month 
with Mr. Elliott, S. M. , and Officer 
Hough, the Barbara Hoscowilz reached 
Skeena, river on the 'JSthuU. Finding 
dillicuUy in getting cani'cs to ascend the 
river owing to the high stage of the water 
they proceeded to Naas river.took a canoe 
and a crew of three Indians from I'ort 
Simpson, and went as far as Greenville on 
Xaaa river where they mot with much dif- 
liculty in procuring Indians to pack into 
the Forks of Skeena, Had it not been for 
the praisuwortliy iulliieiice of an Indian 
chief they would nni, have succeeded iu 
getting packers, w.ud imviug l)eeii sent 
down from the forks that if any s.illwator 
Indiana caine up with the otlii'ers they 
would be killed. 

From (IreeuviUe the party went to the 
head of naviyatum m the Naas and 
thence by trail to a point ;!0 miles below 
Skoena forks. They passed through a 
valley from 50 to CO miles in length which 
Mr. Roycroft consider.! one of the best 
feeding sections ho han ever seen. It is 
well watered and tiumthy and wild hay 
abound 

ia surprisingly fertile. 

The party with the assistance of Mr. ' 
Woods, lay miasioiiary, got a canoe and j 
crew which took them lUi to Ha/.leton. .-V i 
report having reached the Skeena-lnrks I 
Indians that another party of uliicers were j 
ooiniiig over to take the iiuirderer, they j 
imagined the auporintendent 'a force 
to be a second party and were greatly | 
alarmed at the idea of being surrounded j 
Much difficulty was experienced in keep- j 
ing the packers together, thoy being greKt- 
ly afraid of the interior tribes, and wish- | 
ing frequently to desert. I 

The force reached Hazleton (Skeena 
Forks) on Thursday, the 17th of .luly, 
and found very few Indians at the village, 
they having gone out to fish. The murderer 
of Yeomans was also out Qshing. The 
chief was sent for, and he came in the 
same night. .-V council was arranged for 
ten o'clock the no.xt luorning. The whole 
tribe attended the cinincil. Messrs. 
Elliott and lioycroft addressed them, say- 
ing that the t^aeen would not be content 
unless the murderer was given up, and that 
she never suffered defeat; that the gov- 
ernment were thoroughly satisfied the 
tribe would understand their position and 
anrrendor the murderer. That was the 
reason why su small a force had been sent. 

.Vfter several speeches Mr. Roycroft, 
informed the chief that ho would remain 
in the village nil the murderer was 
broULdit iu. 'i'hia was done soon after- 
wards, and the su[)eriiiteiuletit arrested 
him at unco and led lum tj the mission- 
house iie.xt door, and disarmed him of a 
knife. 

The Indiana demurred at the taking of 
the man, but wore told that ho wcmld not 
be surrendered. 

Council was held the day following, 
the Uackolgates and the Kittelas tribes 
coming to the court fully armed. The 
guns were left outside at the command of 
the superintendent; but the Indians car- 
ried their knives into the court-room, in 
and about which there were gathered JOO 
warriors. Mr. Elliott presided, and after 
the witnesses for the pro.ieoutiou had 
been examined, the murderer was cau- 
tioned and advised nut to make a defence. 
But he said : 

"1 felt when I hoard my son was dead, 
and Charley Yeomans had been in the 
place three daya williuut telling me, 
that Yeomans had killed my son. 
Some one told me — it was nut any 
friend who told me, but an evil spirit 
that entered my heart — to go and kill 
Yeumans. Then I walked duwn and 
stabbed him. I was like a drunken 
man — furious — when I did it. The knife 
taken otf me by Mr. Roycroft ia the one I 
killed Yinjinans with; 1 fiiel very sorry; 
but It couldn't be helped; 1 will go with the 
police and see the white tyiiee; my triends 
tell me to kill oiyuuU ; boi I won't, do it; 
I ask all my friends to let me with 
iho pulico — not to trouble thomselvea 
about me; the white tyhoe will look after 
me. "

Epidemic 
ia declared severe at Aries and Aix. 

\V.\HHi.\-<rroN, July 28, — The total e.\- 
peiiaes of the Greeley expedition ia eatl 
mated by the ollicials of tho navy depart- 
ment at about 8700,000. 

ENGLAND. 

London, July 28. — Henry M. Stanley, 
the African e.\ploror, arrived at Ply- 
mouth this evening. In an interview with 
an associated press reporter Stanley said 
he returned to England considering he 
had completed the work of establishing 
satisfactory trading stations along the 
Congo from its mouth to Stanley Pool, 
400 miles by tho river. He conaiderB 
(ien. Gordon commands a perfectly prac- 
tical route of B3ca]je Jrom Khartoum. 

LoKuoN, July 28. --The Egyptian con- 
ference met to-day at tho foreign othce 
and remained in session' three hours and a 
half and adjourned till to-morrow. 

lyo.NDON, July 28. -The Mark Lane Ex- 
press in its weekly review of the corn 
trade says tho weather luat week, owing 
to heavy thunder storms and cold nights, 
was detrimental to the wheat crop gener- 
ally; nevertheless there are some splendid 
tiolds of wheat. Appearances are still in 
favor of an average yield. 

London, July 28 - Advices hero state 
the British ship .-Vroabay, from Dundee 
on .-Vpril lid for San Fraiiciaco, haa been 
totally wrecked ofl' Valparaiso; crew 
saved. The stoanior .\lki, from Now 
Vork for Valparaiso, iS reported as hav- 
ing put in at Bahai, on account of the 
niaciiinory being damaged. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fkanuisco, July 28.— In the Hill- 
Sharon case this morning Miss Hill testi- 
fied: "I never told Sarali Millett that 
before Mr. Sharon wont away he asked 
m'e to get into a private carriage and be 
married to him I never told her after- 
wards that I wiahed I had taken him at 
his word. I never told him that Mr. 
Sharon said he would never marry a 
woman unless she had been his mistress 
for a year." Plaintiff further stated that 
the arrest of Sharon waa not made with 
her conaent. Judge Terry then an- 
nounced that tho case for the plaintiff 
waa closed, and tho court adjourned till 
to-morrow, then defense will introduce 
evidence in rebuttal. 

San Framcisco, July 28. — A private 
letter received in this city from Nogalea, 
Mexico, dated ,Iuly '_'.5th, states that facta 
about tho yellow fever have been sup- 
pressed and that the plague is daily in- 
creasing, 

CUBA. 

II.w.i.NA, .luly 28. — Regular troops 
tiuarterod at Puerto Principe not having 
been paid for a long time and credit be- 
ing refused them, went to the stores and 
forcibly supplied themselves with provis- 
ions. The fact having been telegraphed 
to the captain-general he sent for the 
director-general of the treasury who de- 
clared that the only disposable money of 
the government on tho island was §30,- 

000 at Villa Clare which was at once ord- 
ered to Havana and thence remitted to 
Puerto Principe. Tho Spanish war 
steamer Conaepscion received from Madrid 
sailing orders; but there being no fund to 
pay the crew she could not leave. Mean- 
while the crow are dying of yellow fever. 
Up to to-day 10 men have fallen victims. 
The director-general of the treasury hav- 
ing asked a well known banker for a loan 
of ?100,000 was refused. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 28. — Figaro to-day states 
that Uartmann, the notorious nihilist who 

waa implicated in the aasasaination of 
C/ar Alexander II., has committed sui- 
cide. He waa starving and ended hia 
misery by taking po'son. No one man 
haa been more prominent in revolutionary 
ati'airs on the continent than Leo T. 
Hartmann. Years ago he was associated 
with the international movement led by 
Karl Klliiat. Later he waa tho secret 
a;^ent ot the German ancialiata, and still 
later the acave participant in the nihilist 
campaign in Russia. Fabulous prices 
have at times been set on hia head; but ho 
seemed to possess a charmed life. "I 
shall never die the death of u revolution- 
ary patriot," ho frequently boasted, "but 

1 must come tu suicide for want of broad." 
Ills words were prophetic. 

Maksi;u.li;s,J uly 28 — Five deaths from 
cholera since noon, 

Paius, July 28, — Duringthe twonty-four 
hours ending at nine o'clock to-night, 
there were twenty-four deaths from 
cholera at Maraoilles and six at Aries. 

Pakih, .luly 28. — Admiral Krantz, in 
command of the fleet at Toulon, tele- 
graphs that he is sanguine of the daily 
diminution of cholera cases. 

ASIA MINOR. 
London, July 28, — .-V disastrous 6re oc- 
curred at Maraah, --Vsia Minor. One 
thousand shops, 200 houses, 4 hotels, 3 
mosques and many public places were de- 
stroyed. 

A Soudan Syndicate. 

LoNiioN, .July 18. — It is assorted that a 
powerful commercial syndicate is being 
rapidly formed among English capitalists 
for the purpose of working the Soudan 
recion <aa a speculation on a gigantic scale, 
after the manner of the East India Com- 
pany. It ia stated that the syndicate is 
nearly completed, that the subscriptions 
are all assured, and that operations bj' 
this new enterprise will soon be under- 
taken. 

GeiicrnI Gordoii. 

London, July 18. — Tho public mind is 
.igain becoming very anxious regarding 
the fate of General Gordon. The latest 
news is very lar from onoouraging, and 
the dilatorineaa of tho government does 
not tend to lesson the anxiety regarding 
his ultimate destiny.

Cigarettes and a niyr 
iad other articles are bought by Ihem 
to their detriment, and when other 
sources of ilest ruction an' not at hanti, 
the Italian fruit peddler appeal's upon 
the scene. The mode of npur.'iiion em- 
ployed by the peddler with the buys is 
to shake dice for fruit. The urchin 
puts up five cents against e(juivalent in 
apples or cherries, and they are thrown. 
Shouhl the thi ow result in a vietory 
for the peddler Che boy gets nothiii;,' 
and loses live ccjits; and, according to 
the stories tolil hy ihi' youthful ele- 
ment,- the Italians have a wiiv (jf cans 
ing the riglitdicejto tui n up that is mys- 
terious to boya, and the throw seldom 
results in a victory for the ])eddler's 
opponent. Should a man tid<e a [)ock- 
etful of nickle,-^ anil a ilici' 1)0.\ and go 
around dealing it dice game to the lioys 
on the streets, his acts would not Ije 
more criminal than that of the fruit 
peddler& In fact there would be no 
difference in the two whatever. One 
of these fellows was some w(H;ks ago 
arrested while shtdung dice at the City 
Prison. It did not appisir that he 
could he restrained from shaking ;hr 
dice for fruit any more than the keeji- 
er of a cigar atore could- be from shak- 
ing the dice with a customer, and only 
result of the' arre'st was to assure ilu; 
peddlers thab they were acting iu ac 
ddrdaucc witlb and uiuler protection of 
the law. It is bad tniough that oui- 
government affords no ])rotection to 
matured victims of stud horse poker; 
but worse that our boys should became 
1 hp prey of licensed gamblers. — aS'. J\
